TREE TREASURY 
HanpsBook oF American Woops, by 
Shelley E. Schoonover (264 pages; il- 
lustrated: Marador Publishing Co., 
Glendale, Arizona; softbound, $2.35). 





A HANDY reference for persons inter- 
ested in working with woods or 
collecting them, “Handbook of Ameri- 
can Woods” contains data on forty-eight 
softwoods and 118 hardwoods found in 
the United States. Actually more than 
1,800 species of trees grow in the 
United States but those included in this 
book by Shelley E. Schoonover were 
chosen because they illustrate differ- 
ences in such characteristics as hardness, 
softness, color and figure. 

For each of the trees listed, Mr. 
Schoonover, a retired employee of the 
United States Forest Service, gives a 
brief description of its more interesting 
and outstanding characteristics, its nat- 
ural growth range, a complete list of all 
its common names, its properties, grain, 
figure, color and workability and its 
common uses and products. 

While a beginner at woodworking 
may be content to work with the wood 
found in orange crates, as he attains 
more skill he wants better and more at- 
tractive woods upon which to exercise 
that skill. Mr. Schoonover points out 
that the list of American commercial 
cabinet woods is comparatively limited. 
“Yer,” he writes, “within the limits of 
the continental United States may be 
found a wide variety of fine woods with 
exquisite color, grains and markings. In 
fact, they are, with very few exceptions, 
as beautiful as most foreign woods now 
used in this country.” The author sug- 
gests that hobbyists may obtain these 
woods from farmers’ wood lots, along 
streams or intermingled sparsely with 
the common forest. How to recognize 
such trees and where to find them are 
pieces of information imparted by this 
book, which includes nearly 100 photo- 
graphs. 

Before beginning his listing of the

various trees, Mr. Schoonover offers an 
illustrated section showing the most im- 
portant grains and figures found in 
wood. It is these grains and figures 
which account for much of the beauty 
of articles made from wood and this 
section will help woodworking hobby- 
ists choose the sort of wood which they 
believe most suitable for the various 
projects they have in mind. Mr. Schoon- 
over suggests the pleasure to be had 
from making a bud vase from elder- 
berry, a fruit bowl from tamarisk, and 
Pacific madrona or a pair of salt and 
pepper shakers from lilac. The possi- 
bilities are vast, thanks to the abund- 
ance of trees with which America has 
been blessed. 





BIRD WATCHER’S PRIMER 


My Hossy Is Biro Watcuine, by 
Mary P. Pettit (128 pages; illustrated; 
Hart Book Co., New York City: $2.95). 


on OF the beauties of bird watch- 
ing as a hobby is that you can 
engage in it almost anywhere. You can 
confine your activities to your back 
yard or you can climb mountains, pene- 
trate jungles, hike along sea coasts or 
even take a boat out into the middle 
of the ocean. For birds are almost every- 
where and the only absolute essential 
for bird watching is birds. In “My 
Hobby Is Bird Watching,’ Mary P. 
Pettit seeks to interest children and 
young people in taking up the hobby 
by telling them just what is involved 
and how to go about it. Adults who 
have never tried bird watching will also 
find information of value in Mrs. Pettit’s 
volume. In fact, this is a good book for 
parent and child to read together. 
Mrs. Pettit tells you how to recognize 
and identify birds and which ones you 
are likely to find in which places at the 
various seasons of the year. She lists 
the principal classifications of birds and 
recommends useful illustrated bird 
guides that are almost essential for bird 
watchers. She also lists sources of re- 


cordings of bird calls, which will also 
prove helpful to the watcher. She tells 
you what you need in the way of equip- 
ment (binoculars are basic equipment) , 
what to wear on field trips and how to 
keep records of what you see. There are 
certain effective techniques involved in 
bird watching and Mrs. Pettit advises 
you on how to get a good look at birds, 
when you are likely to see them in the 
greatest number, the best places to look 
for them and on the construction and 
use of a bird blind. She explains the 
migratory habits of birds, which the 
successful bird watcher must take into 
account. 

There are numerous ways in which 
you can increase the number of birds 
on your own property. Mrs. Pettit gives 
instructions for the making of bird- 
houses, feeders and baths and tells you 
what type of planting is most likely 
to turn your yard into a bird sanctuary 
There is a chapter devoted to bird pho- 
tography and another listing the various 
parks, bird sanctuaries and refuges, both 
national and state, and zoos which in- 
clude birds in their exhibits. Rounding 
out this volume is a listing of publi- 
cations about birds, including books, 
magazines and leaflets, information on 
materials available from the National 
Audubon Society and how to join an 
Audubon Junior club.

The 
purpose of the project was to create 
greater appreciation for good pictures 
and their use in the modern homes of 
today.

How to Make a Picture Frame 


molding in jig as illustrated in drawing 


With clamping 


a FOR picture frames may be purchased in a 

variety of shapes or the craftsman can make his own 
from scrap pieces of wood usually found in the home work- 
shop. Simple moldings can be made with hand tools but if 
you plan to go into this work very extensively a circular 
saw and jointer will help speed up the job. A molding 
cutter head with a variety of cutter shapes is also a handy 
accessory and the different shapes of molding you can 
produce with it are almost unlimited. Another very handy 
tool for picture frame work is a mitre vise, which costs 
about $15 or you can make a jig from a few scrap pieces 
of wood. The clamping jig shown in the drawing is very 
easy to make. To use the clamping jig place picture frame 


blocks in position, place C-clamps across backing and clamp- 
ing blocks and tighten. This holds ends of frame in correct 
position to drill pilot holes for nails. After holes are drilled, 
apply glue and cross nail the mitre (one nail driven into 
the end of each molding strip). Materials used for making 
molding will depend upon the finish or color of wood 
desired. Walnut, maple, mahogany, white pine and oak make 
beautiful picture frames. The real test of all good framing 
is the close fitting of corners. The 45-degree mitre may be 
done in a mitre box, but if you have a circular saw fitted 
with an accurate mitre gauge you can obtain excellent results. 


MATERIALS NEEDED: 

2 pcs— Wood, 1”x134”x21” 
2 pes— Wood, 1”x134”x17” 
8—Wire Brads, 4d-114”

PROCEDURE: 
Cut molding strips to within ap- 


er 


proximately 1/32” of finished size 
Run strips across jointer or plane 
with jack plane to bring them to 
exact dimensions. Note: Molding 
strips must be uniform in width 
and thickness throughout their en- 
tire length. 

Cut rabbet for glass, mat, picture 
and backing, 42” wide and ¥% 
deep. Note: A set of dado cutters 
for the circular saw is very handy 
for this operation. Dado may be 
cut On jointer too. 

Cut 45-degree mitre on one end 
of the four molding strips. 

Lay off proper length of each piece, 
measuring from outside corner of 
mitre to opposite end. Note: This 
is a critical operation and must 


”” 


be done accurately or your corner 
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joints will not close up tight even 
though you have cut perfect 45- 
degree mitres. 

Cut 45-degree mitre on other end 
of all four pieces. Note: Be sure 
the two mating pieces are exactly 
the same length. Also check be- 
fore cutting mitres to be sure they 
are cut in the right direction. 
Clamp one end molding strip and 
the top molding strip in jig and 
drill nail holes into corner of each 
piece so mitres can be cross nailed. 
Cross nailed frames are less liable 
to open up at the corners 

Apply glue co center area of joints 
only, so it will mot squeeze out 
when joint is fitted together. 
Nail this pair of moldings together. 
Sink the heads of the brads with a 
nail-set, just enough so that wood 
filler will stay in holes. 

Repeat steps 7, 8 and 9 to join the 
other pair. 

Nail each of the two pairs together 
to form the complete frame — 
using same procedure as described 
in steps 7, 8 and 9. Note: Check 
frame for squareness and be sure 
it is not twisted. 

Sand all outside surfaces smooth. 
Apply finish. Procedure followed is 
same as that in finishing 
wood articles. Open grained woods 
require filler for shellac, varnish, 
lacquer, or plastic finish. Beautiful

toning or accentuating of the grain 
may be obtained by using tinted 
fillers. 

Assemble picture: Cut glass (single 
strength) slightly smaller than the 


rabbet of the frame(for glassless 
framing omit). Most pictures, es- 
pecially color prints, etchings and 
photographs need a mat the same 
size as glass. Use a razor blade to 
cut opening. Use a straight edge 
for a guide, and hold razor blade 
at an angle of about 55 degrees, 
which gives the opening edges a 
nice bevel. Be sure to cut all the 
way through with one draw of 
the blade—a holder 
helps give you more leverage. Mat 


razor blade 


boards may be purchased in a 
variety of tones and finishes—some 
are smooth, others are pebbled. For 
backing use a stiff material such 
as chip board which may be pur- 
chased in various thicknesses. The 
backing material should be thick 
enough and stiff enough to hold 
the picture firmly against the glass 
To assemble, place clean glass in 
rabbet of frame, then the mat, next 
the picture, and the backing. Nail 
these items in place with brads 
about one and one-half inches 
apart. To give your picture that 
professional touch, put paper on 
the back to keep out dust and dirt 
Use Kraft paper (about 70-lb.) 
cutting a piece the size of the 
frame. Dampen Kraft paper with 
a sponge. Apply glue to the back 
of the frame molding and place 
dampened paper in place and press 
paper down against frame. As paper 
dries it will shrink and pull itself 
tight. Be careful not to apply paper 
while too damp as it might shrink 
enough to damage joints of frame.

T WAS while attending an art study 
group some four years previously 
that Mrs. Charkey had learned how to 
prepare prints, such as can be purchased 
from picture publishing companies, so 
they could be used in frames without 
glass. One thing just naturally lead to 
another and soon she was also making 
frames for the pictures. Mrs. Charkey 
gave generously of her time and talent 
in teaching A.A.U.W. members the 
methods to use in preparing the pic- 
tures for framing as well as how to 
make suitable frames for them. Various 
members took an active part in the pic- 
ture mounting and frame making proj- 
ect and soon the picture lending service 
was successfully started. However, at 
the end of the first year when the 
A.A.U.W. wished to take up another 
branch of service it was deemed advis- 
able to discontinue the picture lending 
project. Upon learning of the intention 
of the organization, city officials, feel- 
ing it was a cultural asset to the city, 
decided to take over the project and 
continue to operate it in conjunction 
with the public library. 


While working on the A.A.U.W. 
picture lending project, Mrs. Charkey 
had not only remade and refinished old 
picture frames but had also carried out 
many original ideas in making frames 
from new Partly to save 
money for the organization but more 


materials. 


particularly because she enjoyed utiliz- 
ing Odds and ends she often used such 
inexpensive materials as door casings, 
molding of various kinds and even 
unfinished scrap lumber in the making 
of the frames. 

Craft work of one kind or another 
had held an important place in Mrs.

When dry the picture is given sev- 
eral coats of clear lacquer to produce 


a hard, durable surface. Mrs. Charkey 


uses commercial wallpaper lacquer, 
which costs $2.50 a quart, for this 
purpose. Although a picture is often 


given as many as seven coats of lacquer 
only a small amount is used for an 


average size picture. Each coat is ale 
lowed to dry before another is applied. 
The lacquer dries quickly so if several 
pictures are being sprayed at one time 
the first pictures are usually ready for 
another application by the time the last 
ones are finished. If the lacquer-covered 
pictures become soiled with long usage 
they can be freshened up by washing 
with soapy water. 

In the early days of Mrs. Charkey’s 
picture framing hobby she used an 
ordinary insect sprayer for applying 
the lacquer to the pictures but later as 
the need for 
energy became greater she purchased 
an air compression spray gun. This

ye DAY at a hobby show where 
Eric Warner of West Los Angeles 
was exhibiting some of his famous his- 
toric newspapers, he was attracted by a 
lisplay in an adjoining booth. It fea- 
tured colorful match covers. On some of 
Warner read, “35 Cent Steak,” 
Good Beer, 5 cents,” “Little Sport 
Bread, 2 large loaves, 15 cents,” “Shoe 


them 


Repair 9 cents,” and so on. 

‘Why, there’s a vest pocket record of 
America in the thirties,’ he said. And 
being interested in anything that pre- 
serves something of the flavor and fiber 
of life in our great land, ex-newspaper- 
man Eric Warner added match cover col- 
lecting to his other hobbies. He has a 
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special fondness for covers of a patriotic 
or historic nature. Although he has be- 
come quite selective as to what he keeps, 
Warner admits that he'll save any match 
book that is red, white and blue. 

In four years Warner has built up a 
collection of thousands of match covers 
of his own Americana specialties. While 
doing this he has held offices in the 
Angelus Matchcover Club, edited the 
Western Matchcover News, and served 
as public relations officer for the national 
organization: The Rathkamp Match- 
cover Society. 

At the 1953 national convention of 
the society, Warner won the grand prize 
for the most desirable collector's item. 


It is a set commemorating the fiftieth 
anniversary of the Wright brothers’ 
flight. There are only five covers in the 
set; each depicts milestones and famous 
people in aviation. Among the old pho- 
tographs reproduced on this set are Lind- 
bergh’s “Spirit of St. Louis,” Will Rogers 
and Wiley Post with the latter's famous 
little Vega, the “Winnie Mae,” Amelia 
Earhart, the first commercial air mail 
plane, the Wrights at Kitty Hawk, and 
other memorable aviation subjects. 
Warner had been tipped off to this 
special issue at a meeting of the Angelus 
Matchcover Club. Next day he traveled 
miles to the office of the engineering 
supply firm which had issued the com- 
memorative covers. Since they have his- 
torical significance and were not distrib- 
uted on a grand scale, they were quite 
a find. And since the 1953 Rathkamp 
convention also marked the golden an- 
niversary year of powered flight, War- 
ner’s alertness made him a winner. 


UDGING BY his accomplishments and 
J enthusiasm, Warner should be full of 
good tips for any of you who want to 
start a match cover collection. I found 
him most gracious and willing to share 
nis lore. 

Several times he has appeared on radio 
and television shows to speak up for his 
fellow philluminists, as cover collectors 
are called. Once he was on the Edgar 
Bergen show of last October 2, when 
Warner and Charlie McCarthy  ex- 
changed banter, and Warner came away 
with a dozen covers showing the puppet 
and his coat of arms, complete with mot- 
to, “E Pluribus Mow ’Em Downus.” 
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Now granted that you may not have a 
chance to talk any celebrities out of 
their match books, you should still be 
able to build up a satisfying collection. 
Right now the prospects for profit aren’t 
glowing, but with interest in match cov- 
ers growing like wildfire, covers you 
can pick up free today may be just what 
some collector will be looking for—and 
paying for—a few years from now. 

For instance, if you had saved (un- 
used) the match books put out annually 
by “The Drunkard” (a play that’s been 
running in Los Angeles for twenty-two 
years), your collection would probably 


be unique, and you could sell it for a 
pretty sum. 
Also, if you should happen to find 


in your attic a match cover from a 1927 
banquet honoring Lindbergh’s flight to 
Paris, you could no doubt trade it for 
a hundred dollar bill. 


S™ E NINE out of ten covers are free, 
and since they are put out at the 
rate of 140 for each of us per year, it 
looks as if you can get 100 covers your 
first year merely by reaching out for 
them as you go along. Just be sure you 
don’t light your cigarettes with them, for 
if the striker is used, the cover is no 
longer a collector's item. 

But just how do you get a collection 
together? To answer this, Warner has 
two bits of advice that seem to contra- 
dict each other. First, specialize. Sec- 
ond, gather up all the covers you can, of 
any kind except those advertising some 


famous product sold nationally. (For

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instance, Coca Cola covers would be put 
out in such quantity that they could 
never become scarce. ) 

To clear up the contradiction, the rea- 
son for gathering all kinds of covers is 
so you will have trading material to 
swap for your specialties. Without being 
a millionaire, you can offer to trade ten 
of “your hotels” for a girlie, a comic or 
a boat (cover). 

Warner has another bit of advice that 
might not occur to a novice: When you 
ask for match books at a hotel or res- 
taurant, or especially at a commemora- 
tive event, ask for a boxful of them. 
This may sound greedy, but when you 
make it plain that you are a collector 
and not just a chain smoker, the manage- 
ment is usually happy to oblige. Being 
publicity-wise, they will know that the 
boxful, or handful at least, that they give 
you is worth more than a dozen boxes 
that go up in smoke. So don’t be shy 
about asking. You can then keep one 
cover for your collection and trade all 
the others.

The society issues an annual mem- 
bership list and a monthly bulletin in 
which appear requests to trade, as well 
as general news of interest to members. 

To join the Rathkamp group you can 
use the application blank that comes in 
some of the match cover albums offered 
for sale. Or write the national secretary, 
Horace Rush, 7102 Foster St., Benning 
Sta., Washington, D.C.

Gordon Scott Wilson, has become an authority on American 

and English history Scotty collects old flags of unusual The old British Union, Crosses of St. George and St. Andrew, 
historical value. St. Patrick of Ireland, Flag of 1632, Taunton, earliest Pine 
Tree, Bunker Hill, Washington’s Cruisers, Rattlesnake, Gadsden 
and Cambridge flags are among the most valued of his col- 
lection.

His interest in flags and history began when he received 
thirty old flags which had been in the family for years. The gift, 
from his grandfather, included early English, pre-Revolution

Scotty soon found himself delving in volumes on history to 
fill in details lacking in the story behind each famous flag. He 
began hunting antique and secondhand shops, watching auc- 
tion sales and scanning classified advertisements. He hoarded 
his lunch money and spending money toward acquiring addi- 
tions to his collection and became an expert swapper. Scotty ‘‘When I look at one of these old flags,’’ Scotty says, “‘l can 
now owns fifty carefully preserved old banners, each historically picture the exciting times it’s been through.

A Rebirth For Lavender 
And Lace 


Sees GARDENING has magic for me 
in general and the sweet smelling 
old-fashioned English lavender in par- 
ticular. Seeking a use for my lavender 
and noting that such things as starched 
petticoats and iron trivets are back in 
style I decided to revive the old-fash- 
ioned lavender sachet dressed up in a 
distinctive shape 
Collecting crosses is another hobby 
of mine so the cross shape for the new- 
old sachet case appealed to me. I made 
up some samples which sold on first try 
and now I am cashing in on lavender 


crosses. Perhaps this is just the easy-to-

For the first trial run I purchased one 
yard of thirty-six-inch-wide lavender 
colored organdy. From this one yard, 
which cost forty-seven cents, forty-nine 


cross cases can be cut ( Figure 2) 


How- 
ever, It iS more economical to purchase 
a bolt of material if the trial run test 
proves the salability of the lavender 
crosses. A spool of matching sewing 
thread, (mercerized, size 50) will be 
needed. For each cross will be needed 
nineteen inches of 14-inch-wide white 


lace and twelve inches of 14-inch ribbon.

The advantage of growing the laven 
der yourself is that not only do you have 
an assured supply cheap and of the very 
best fresh quality but the fun of grow- 
ing it, too. Besides there is a profit in 
selling lavender cuttings and plants. Cut 
tings in Sherwood, Oregon, where I live 
bring ten cents each, and plants twenty- 
five cents and fifty cents, depending on 
the root system. Then, too, if you have 
any spare blossoms, they can be sold 
dried to those who like to make sweet 
bags or potpourri. So if you have a little 
land, plan on a row of lavender. By the 
way, it makes a nice border in the flower 
bed if you haven't anywhere else to put 
it. To give you an idea of how many 
plants you might want here is an ex- 
ample: One of my two-year-old average 
sized lavender bushes yielded two coffee 
cans full of stripped, dried ready-to-use 
blossoms. A pound size coffee can holds 
about three ounces of lavender. This 
amount will fill fifty cross cases, using 
four tablespoonfuls per cross. 

If you have no ground or want to 
hurry the cross project before you can 
grow your own lavender supply, you can 
purchase the dried blossoms from herb 
houses. These people deal in the plants, 
too. Be careful to get English lavender 
(Lavandula Vera) fresh

The questions that naturally arise are: 

1. Can an ordinary amateur do this 
kind of work? 

Anyone who can use a camera moder- 
ately well can take wild animal pictures. 
A Brownie or similar kind of camera 
is usually too limited for the purpose, 
but it is possible even with one of those. 
All that is required is that the lens open-

to secure the required depth of focus, 
and that the shutter be reasonably ac- 
curate and offer the photographer a se- 
lection of speeds to enable him to record 
the animal’s movements. These move- 
ments are seldom very rapid under zoo 
conditions, so 1/100 second will gen- 
erally suffice. Great lens speed is no 
longer vital, as modern films like Tri-X 
are so phenomenally fast that ordinary 
daylight will do the job in a moderately 
bright interior. Photographs by daylight 
outdoors are never a problem. Where 
the light is bad, flashlight is always the 
answer. 

But always obtain the zoo’s permis- 
sion before using flashlight. Many ani- 
mals do not react well to this lighting 
medium. Not so long ago a major zoo 
lost not only a fine young tigress but her 
unborn cub, because a 
drove her into a frenzy with repeated

use of flashlight even after he had ob- 
served that she was tremendously dis- 
turbed by the initial flash. The keeper 
was momentarily out of the room getting 
food for his charges and by the time he 
returned the damage was done and the 
stupid photographer had gone. The 
tigress refused all food from then on 
and died within a week. 

2. Where do I get subjects for wild 
animal pictures? 

The zoos and the circus. Very few of 
us have an opportunity to go on safari, 
but a trip to the circus can often be 
worked up into a surprisingly effective 
substitute. Circuses are sensitive to pub- 
lic opinion, so where they can con- 
veniently do so, they will cooperate with 
the photo-hobbyist. The best point of

VEN IN the heart of civilization 


E photographing wild animals is 
not without hazard as Geoffrey 
Landesman discovered when he was 
making the photographs of the two 
kissing giraffes on a Cleveland circus 
lot. “I felt a slight pull at my coat- 
tail,” Landesman recalls. “The circus 
press agent said, ‘That's just the fe- 
male in the next pen reaching over 
the fence to nuzzle you. Ignore her 
and she'll stop. She’s harmless.’ So I 
went on with my picture taking, and 
the pulling continued. After a bit I 
felt a draught. I investigated. The 
lady giraffe evidently liked the taste 
of tweed. There is no other explana- 
tion for her having eaten the tail off 
my coat and having made a very fair 
start on the seat of my pants.”

The animals are generally stationed 
on a vacant lot where they are fed and 
watered by daylight. The elephants, and 
sometimes the hippos and the giraffes 
are frequently watered without benefit 
of cage. If the press agent is staying in 
town with the show, he will probably 
take you around himself, if not, he will 
generally pass the word along, and you 
will find yourself expected when you 
arrive. If the press relations man does 


not come to your town, ask for the man 
in charge of the circus’ zoo. 

At circus matinees, fast film and a 
fast lens will usually produce action pic- 
tures. Before shooting flashes, ask per 
masston. Otherwise yours may be the re- 
sponsibility for something very serious 
The animals are almost always on ex- 
hibition in their cages before and after 
matinees, and before evening perform- 
ances. Other chances at them, at any 
time during the stay of the circus, should 
be arranged in the manner explained 
in the foregoing paragraphs. 

Most of the good larger zoos are now 
barless. Detroit, St. Louis, and Brook- 
field Park in Chicago are outstanding 
examples, and there are many more, with 
the number increasing every day. The 
big foreign zoos are almost all barless

First of all, the photography maza- 
zines. At the end of this article I append 
a list of the leading ones and their ad- 
dresses. They generally report in from 
two to four weeks, and none of them 
pay less than $5 for any eight-by-ten 
glossy print, more for color transparen- 
cies. 

Newspapers are always open to strik- 
ing shots. Send your print, clearly 
marked with your name on the back or 
at the bottom, to the picture editor. In- 
clude a brief letter explaining that the 
enclosed picture is for sale and stating 
the conditions under which it was made 
if they were interesting, and what kind 
of camera you used, what film, and what 
speed and lens stop. 

If the town in which you have taken 
the zoo pictures is large enough to af- 
ford a zoo, it probably has a chamber of 
commerce and often a convention and 
visitors bureau. Such organizations are 
by their nature eager customers for zoo 
pictures. The zoos themselves may ex- 
pect a free picture or two, but if your 
work is good enough, they will also buy 


pictures. 


Manufacturers of calendars and post 
cards are ready customers for animal 
pictures. Brown and Bigelow, St. Paul 4, 
Minnesota, is probably the best known 
calendar manufacturer in the country. 
The man to address there is the art di- 
rector, Paul Fry. All the calendar com- 
panies buy both black and white and 
color shots at good prices.

Probably my oddest adventure in wild 
animal photography had to do with 
photographing a stuffed animal. A friend 
of mine in the advertising business 
heard inadvertently that wild animals 
photography was my hobby. He called 
me at once. “Go out and get me a photo- 
graph of a snarling fox or wolf,” he 
said. “There’s fifty bucks in it for you 
if it's a good one. I have a client—one 
of the big rubber companies—who 
wants to run an ad showing graphically 
what improper driving does to your tires. 
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Nothing will do for him but a picture 
of a fox or a wolf showing sharp teeth.” 

I told him the picture was practically 
in his lap and departed for the zoo 
There for two days I failed miserably 
The foxes and wolves retreated into 
their boxes when I approached, or 
cowered trembling on the ground when 
I rattled a tripod against the bars of the 
cage to attract their attention. I had two 
weeks to get my picture, but I was ready 
to give up when I received an assign- 
ment to make a portrait of a wealthy 
Clevelander on his eighty-fifth birthday 

At his home I was shown into a huge 
living room whose walls were hung with 
trophies of the hunt. There were lions, 
tigers, wild beast, and best of all a snarl- 
ing fox.

Snapshot Selling Plan 
HAVE never developed a roll of film or printed a picture 
or entered a photographer’s darkroom, yet I make money 
with my old Argus 24%4-by-2!4 camera. Everytime there's 
a parade in the resort town of Bradenton, Florida, where | 
live, or a rodeo or bathing beauty contest or fish fry or 
any other outdoors event of city-wide significance, I buy 
some rolls of film from our local camera shop and shoot 
pictures of the participants, prize winners, runners-up and 
plain paraders or groups of children who are fancifully 
dressed. I have them developed at a cost of fifteen cents a 
roll. Then, I study the negatives and pick out the best pictures. 
These I have the shop make into oversize prints at a cost of 
eight cents each, along with one or two five-by-seven and 
one eight-by-ten picture. These pictures are left alongside 
the cash register of the camera shop, at a conspicuous point 
on the sales counter where they cannot help catching the 
customer's eye. A few are displayed on a card in the window, 
along with the price of sixty- 
five cents for the five-by-seven, 
and $1 for the eight-by-ten.

Nig ZELLER of San Diego, Cali- 
fornia, owns a money-making ma- 
chine that has gone to many parts of 
the world with him. Every place he’s 
taken his gold leaf stamping machine 
it has paid off handsomely for him dur- 
ing his spare time. Now that he has re- 
tired from the United States Navy, after 
twenty years’ service, he plans to keep 
it working and bringing in enough extra 
cash to help him stretch his retirement 
pay over his living expenses. 

Zeller was a parachute rigger during 
his naval career and bought his first

His stamping machine, including a 
set of letters, cost him $165. He didn’t 
consider this too great for a machine 
that he felt would make him money 
during his spare time.

Fhe LLER USES tooling calf skin for the

specializes. He gets scrap leather at 
ninety cents a pound when it is available 
because it is much cheaper than paying 
$1.20 a square foot when he gets a whole 
skin. He uses a two-by-four-inch cutting 
die in a machine that cuts the leather 
into correct and uniform sizes for his 
identity labels by the use of pressure 
instead of striking the die with a 
mallet. 

Zeller bought a complete set of em- 
blem dies for all of the Naval Aviation 
rates at that time, and using the letters 
he got with the stamping machine 
started making two-by-four-inch leather 
identity labels to be sewed on the out- 
side of the navy flight jackets. This 
gave the jackets a personal touch that 
all the flight personnel seemed to want. 

He sold these emblems through the 
ship's service stores just as any other 
wholesaler. The principal difference be- 
tween his product and those of the other 
suppliers who dealt with the ship’s serv- 
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ice store was that Zeller’s merchandise 


had to be personalized 


Every emblem 
that he made had to have the purchase rs 
name, rate and squadron stamped on it 
in gold or silver letters. He worked this 
out by making up a sample label and a 
special order blank and putting them 
both in the ship’s service store. The 
sailor or officer who wanted one of his 


emblem labels simply walked into the 


store and filled in the order blank with 


his name, rate and squadron. The ship's

The only handling problem the ship’s 
service and PX officers have to do is 
pick up the order blanks after they are 
properly filled out by the customer and 
mail them to Zeller in one of his enve- 
lopes. 

When Zeller gets the order he makes 
the number of “Identiplates” that were 
ordered. He packages these, makes out 
his bill and sends them back to the base 
where the order originated. Zeller’s 
price is still the same: Three Identi- 
plates for $1.25. 

This price is very low considering 
his operating costs. Leather for the 
labels costs $1.20 a square foot. Twenty- 
three-carat gold leaf for the machine is 
$11 for a roll three inches wide and 
twenty-five feet long, and the electricity 
to run his machine helps spin the wheels

These dies 
do not wear out, and the only time he 
has to replace them is when the official 
emblem design is changed. This does 
not occur very frequently; in fact, he is 
still using some of his original dies. 
This original cost of the emblem dies 
doesn't keep Zeller from selling his 
Identiplates to various civilian clubs and 
organizations. One motorcycle emblen 
could be used for many different motor- 
cycle clubs by including the name of 
the club on the label. He includes the 
name of the squadron on the emblems 
he makes for the servicemen so he has 
plenty of room on his label for any club 
name. He can also have emblems made 
for a variety of other sports clubs. He 
is considering getting dies made for 
gliders, hot rods, sports cars and cam- 
eras. Lodges, fraternities, and clubs also 
have insignia that can be reproduced on 
Identiplates. These outlets would give

eee SHE had taken more than 
the usual little girl interest in bak- 
ing, ever since she was old enough to 
roll a bit of dough with a toy rolling 
pin, Rosemary Fairchild of Coeur d’Al- 
ene, Idaho, was given a cookbook for 
her sixth birthday.

Now and then Bud turns out a special 
order for an airplane sales agency or an 
individual airplane owner. The agency 
orders usually consist of one or more 
models of the particular airplane which 
the agency sells. The models are used as 
decorations in sales offices or as gifts to 
clients 

Recently Bud received $50 for the 
miniature of a Cessna 310 airplane from 
the owner who commissioned its con- 
struction. The cost of these individual 
models will, of course, vary.

From aviation magazines and 
periodicals he acquires basic information 
about a particular new aircraft. In other 
words, he discovers its existence and if 
possible acquires scale drawings with 
specifications. The next step is to write 
to the producing aircraft company. Oc- 
casionally he obtains information from 
them that would otherwise be unavail- 
able. Bud has received some pictures and 
sketches from European manufacturers. 


Next, Bud takes a trip to the nearest 
airport within a reasonable distance 
where he can find the airplane in which 
he is interested. Fortunately he lives in 
the Los Angeles area where there are 
several major airports within a fifty- 
mile radius. Of course, new military air- 
craft are kept secret, and it is not pos- 
sible for him to see them first hand. 
Even though facts are published about 
the aircraft, it is necessary that he wait

First, Bud uses a small roll film cam- 
era to photograph the precisely aligned 
drawing. Usually he waits until he has 
several different drawings so that they 
can be taken all at once on one roll of 
film, each on a different negative 

Then, when the film has been proc- 
essed, he uses a regular photographic 
enlarger to make a print of the draw- 
ing. When photographed with the cam- 
era, the drawing is greatly reduced in 
size on the film negative, sometimes 
as small as a postage stamp. He can then 
adjust the enlarger to project the film 
onto photographic enlarging paper to 
the exact size he wants it to be. 

Bud has found that the convenience 
and economy of making his own photo- 
graphic scale drawings is well worth the 
initial cost of his equipment. His en- 
larger, an inexpensive secondhand 
model, cost him about $20; other de- 
veloping necessities, about $5. This is 
Bud's biggest investment outside of his 
time.

ig PREPARATION for selling my crosses 
browsed through the telephone di- 
rectory of the nearest city of reasonable 
size and selected a wide assortment of 
possible clients such as department 
stores, religious supply houses, book and 
card stores, and specialty gift shops 
Armed with cross samples, I called on 
two book stores, one religious house, one 
gift shop, one card and specialty shop 
and received all the work orders I could 
use. And to prove their salability every 
shop has ordered more. I have not 
branched out to call on the rest of the 
list to try for orders because I have only 
limited amount of time to devote to 
this project and that time is spent with 
orders now. The book and card stores are 
excellent sales sources for these lavender 
crosses, the religious house runs a close 
second. If I should run out of clients 
here, I would like to try distant gift 
shops via mail order. Mail order would 
be just fine for selling crosses since the 
postage would not eat all the profit as 
one dozen finished crosses weigh only 
five ounces and a gross of crosses, sixty 
cunces. 

Each cross sells retail for $1.25. That 
gives me seventy-five cents and the 
store fifty cents. 

Figuring my expenses is a bit difficult 
but the following will give you a rough 
idea. Organdy material cost around one 
cent per cross, lace cost 21% cents and 
ribbon also 214 cents per cross. A spool 
of thread goes a very long way and the 
sewing machine has been in the family 
for twenty years. The lavender for stuff- 
ing is even more difficult to compute 
as the selling of plants and cuttings from 
the plants covered the initial cost long 
ago and brings a profit besides. And any-

A_ sharp pointed 
instrument and a stiff brush often were 
needed to remove the accumulation of 
dirt and old paint from the fancy curli- 
cues which were a part of this kind of 
frame. Cleaning solvent or soap and 
water were used to complete the reno- 
vating job. After frames were remade 
she refinished them by applying either 
gold or off-white paint to carry out the 
antique appearance.

Many people, espe- 
cially those setting up housekeeping for 
the first time, were quick to seek her 
advice as to what type picture and frame 
was most suitable for their particular 
furnishings. 

Under Mrs. Charkey’s try-it-in-your- 
home plan a customer is given an op- 
portunity to keep the picture hang- 
ing on his wall for several days to make 
certain it is one he really enjoys living 
with before making a final decision. 
If a picture does not meet with his 
expectations he may try others until he 
finds one he is entirely satisfied with. 

Mrs. Charkey frequently uses very 
commonplace material to add original- 
ity to her picture frames and to em- 
phasize some certain thing shown in 
the picture. For instance, when making 

frame for Rembrandt's “Young Girl” 
she wanted to highlight the texture of 
the girl's dress and also her chain neck- 
lace. This was achieved by the manner 
in which she made the frame as well as 
by the materials she used. 

The basic part of the frame was con- 
structed 25g-inch wide lumber 
called standard bed moulding. The 
then covered with Vintex, 

powder form of texture paint. This 
type of paint is often used for plastered 
or dry-wall construction or for restor- 
ing old cracked walls. Vintex, as well 
as similar paint sold under different 
may be purchased at 
lumberyards. The cost for a ten- 
pound package is about $1.95. After 
mixing the paint with water to make 
about the consistency of thick cake 
batter, Mrs. Charkey painted it on the 
frame with an inexpensive paint brush 
to a thickness of about one-eighth inch. 
Next, she textured the frame by brush- 
ing the paint with a whisk broom. For 
this picture she followed the straight 
lines of the frame as she drew the

was securely set in place and the frame 
was then ready for an undercoat of 
paint. For this purpose Mrs. Charkey 
used flat coat paint. To bring out the 
best of the mellow-toned coloring of 
the old masterpiece she used three dif- 
ferent colors—red, yellow and brown. 
Mrs. Charkey mixed the different 
colors by adding a little oil tube paint 
to some of the white flat coat, mixing 
each color separately in a small con- 
tainer. Then, using a small brush, she 
applied the different colors to the frame 
in a haphazard manner—one color 
here, another there. With a very light 
touch she brushed the paint to blend 
the colors. After paint was thoroughly 
dry she applied a partial coat of antique 
or off-white paint. Instead of com- 
pletely covering the frame with the 
paint she missed certain spots to allow 
the different colors vaguely to show 
through. The original manner in which 
Mrs. Charkey combined texture, chain 
trim and coloring in making the frame 
brought out with subtle continuity 
the fine points of the picture and clearly 
shows her ability as a picture framing 
artist. 

Another method Mrs. Charkey uses 
to give a different type of texture to a 
painted frame is done by pressing 
cheesecloth against the wet surface. 
With a piece of cheesecloth, about eight 
inches square, in her hand she pats it 
up and down on the paint. As this is 
done the imprint of the weave of the 
cloth is left on the paint 
pebble-like texture a sponge or piece 
of crumpled paper may be used instead 
of the cheesecloth.

Charkey cuts the material the same size 
as the Masonite. The center is then cut 
out allowing the picture to be exposed. 
The material is then glued or pasted 
onto the Masonite. To make a neat but 
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inconspicuous trim where the material 
meets the edge of the picture, Mrs. 
Charkey strip

For displaying the covers, either at 
exhibits or at home, Warner's usual prac- 
tice is to use lightweight poster board 
as a background. After working out the 
most attractive for the

That is, he pierces only the display board 
with needle and thread, pulls the thread 


arrangement 


tightly across the cover to hold it in 
place, 
through the poster board (or light card- 
board) close to the cover. 

After 
background he glues the whole thing to 
a piece of corrugated cardboard cut to 
fit it. He then covers the entire front 
of the display with transparent acetate, 
which he buys in rolls. Scotch tape, on 
the back of the board, holds the covering 
in place. 

Warner sometimes arranges covers 
within an ordinary picture frame. Or, 
for a small set, he may mount them 
against an attractive fabric, such as suede 
cloth or poplin, and attach the fabric to
